TO RESTORE WALNUT FORESTS. 
restoration of black walnut 


In Ohio the agri- 
cultural experiment etation in Woos- 
ter has just published a pamphiet 
by Fdmund Secrest of the forestry 
section on the cultivation of these 
trees, attention being called to the 
great value of the lumber in many 
industries and its use in the great 
war for airplanes and gun stocks, 
for which no other substitute could 
be found in sufficient quantities. 
Mr. Secrest says that with proper 
care trees may be grown from seed 
or transplanting of small trees to a 
state of maturity where the wood 
will be of as great value as that of 
the original forest. 

In Pennsylvania the forestry 
department has undertaken exten- 
sive seed planting in an effort to re- 
store the black walnut. One hun- 
dred and fifty bushels of seed have 
been planted in specially prepared 
ground at Mont Alto, and should 
produce 10,000 seedlings for next 
spring. Many requests have been 
received from owners of woodland 
who desire to start sroves ef the 
trees.

Medical Control of Schools. 


LOWLY but surely political doctors are 

working for control of the bodies of 
S school children. In this they are fol- 

lowing in the wake of Bolshevism. An 
American officer in the United States Intel- 
ligence Service, returning from Petrograd, 
tf quoted as saying: : 

“If you want to visit your children—that 
is to say, those who were once your chil- 
dren—who have been removed to the Com- 
munal schools, you will not be given a per- 
mit, beca the children are not really 
yours at all, but have beco e wards of the 
state. All the children have been deported 
from their homes to these schools.” 

Then listen to Dr. C. P. Bourfand of 
Michigan, voicing the opinion of the A. M. A. 
He says: 

“Fathers and mothers should not consider 
themselves owners of their children. I say, 
most emphatically, that chey are not own- 
ers, but they are trustees and custodians,”

department's first step was to present 
paper to a meeting to which children from 
seventeen of the city’s schools were sent as 
“delegates,” these meetings being a regular 
part of the health departments educa- 
„tonal programme in the schools. The 

Commissioner of Health then sent the paper 
to school principals with a letter saying: 
# would be pleased if you would make use 
of this paper in your school, so that all of 
your children may be given the information 
that the delegates received when they at- 
tended the meeting last Thursday after- 
noon.” Principals then handed the paper 
to their teachers who in turn, after reading 
to the pupils, passed it on from room to 
room. The horrors of infectious diseases 
are graphically portrayed, all in language 
adapt to the minds of young children, 
who know even less than their parents of 
the laws of health. 

Again, not satisfied with getting their 
own “trained nurses” as their representa- 
tives in Oallifornia schools, they are tow 
going further. Following is a dispatch from 
Sacramento: 

“On protest by the State Board of Health 
against duties of nurse inspettors in school, 
the State Board of Education decided to 
change regulations heretofore issued, as- 
signing duties of physical examination to 
these nurses. 

“The Board of Health contended that tests 
of heart, lungs, abdomen and nervous or 
mental tests should be made only by a 
licensed physician. With this the Board of 
Education wes in agreement and decided 
to change the regulation to conform.”

IN OLIVE PRUNING. 


BY GEORGE . COOLEY. 


Twenty-nine years ago | set out a few 
olive trees, allowing them to take their nat- 
ural course by doing no pruning. Some of 
them reached the height of forty feet or 
more and the trees had to be topped in 
order to get the fruit. I found the fruit 

wn so high was not of the quality 
of fruit grown nearer the ground. These 
old trees allowed to grow wild were evi- 
dence to me that the sap had to travel too 
and at the expense of the fruit. 

Before getting my present young olive 
orchard I procured a book which contained 
an article on the pruning and training of 
the olive tree so that it would produce fruit 
wood low down, forming an outside and in- 
side fruit wall, thereby making one tree al- 
most equal to two. The article referred to 
was by a foreign writer and it'was accom- 
panied by four illustrations. The first was 

„de tree in the nursery, showing how to start 
tt. The second showed how to prune the 
first time in the orchard and so on to the 
fourth pruning in the orchard. The method 
of pruning ts shown in these illustrations by 
dotted lines with letters where to cut in 
order to make a well-spread, low tree with 
outside and inside fruit walls. This method 
as laid down by the foreign writer was 
such a change from the old trees, for w 


up my mind to follow the instructions of 
the foreign writer closely in training my 
young orchard. 

In order to fully conquer the olive tree, the 
grower and pruner must carefully study the 
local conditions. The olive is a rampant 
wood grower and on good soil with high 


cultivation and ample water the pruning} 


must be done in a different way from that 
where the soil is light and water scarce. 
Remember that the olive never bears on 
wood larger than one-eighth to three-rix- 
teenths and never bears except on two-year- 
old wood, while it never produces blooms 
the second time in the same place. 

In starting my young orchard I com- 
menced to branch at the ground, always 
cutting and pinching to outside buds, keep- 
ing in mind an inverted umbrella. The re- 
sult is that my trees are so open that the 
heat and light enter the center of the trees 
in the middle of the day the same as the 
outside of the trees, thereby creating an in- 
side wall of the, proper sized fruit wood. The 
pruning of the olive tree to induce the 
growth of fruit wood for two years in ad- 
vance must be carefully and systematically 
done, as too much pruning at any one time 
causes the tree to put out too many suckers. 
The pruner must fully understand the na- 
ture of the tree and do just enough pruning 


ends of the small spurs. When pruning the 
center of your young umbrella-shaped tree. 
never cut the small limbs close to the main 
branches or ribs of the umbrella. Shorten 
them in, leaving a portion to shade the tree 
branches. This prevents the trees from 
throwing out thousands of latent buds to 
later become water suckers or thieves, as | 
call them. Remember, the olive is the most 
stubborn of all our fruit trees to conquer and 
bring to the habit of producing fruit in- 
stead of wood. Their habit is to grow in 
some direction and | have chosen to make 
my trees spread out low down with as much 
one-eighth and three-sixteenths fruit 

as possible. 1 have had calls from old, ex- 
perienced pruners to look over my trees, 
and the only criticism I have heard is that 
they did not believe the olive could be 
made to produce the fruit on the ground. 
An inspection of the trees at the present 
time shows that the first blooms are on the

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SUGAR BEET FARMER 
HAS ROSEATE OUTLOOK. 


OXNARD.—The American Beet Sugar 
Company today mailed checks to beet 
farmers in Southern California for the final 
payment on the 1919 sugar beet crop. The 
additional payment is on the basis of sugar 
selling at 304 cents more than was received 
at the last payment and brings the average 


This year's price is the highest ever paid 
the farmer for sugar beets in the history 
of the industry in Southern California and 
the prospects are at this time that the 1920 
crop will prove an exceptional one for the 
beet sugar farmer. The crops are in better 
growing condition than at this time last 
year, and everything points to enormous 
yields on the many thousands of acres in 
the southern counties. With the beets 
bringing the grower $16 to $25 a ton, and 
the crop ranging from eight to twenty tons 
per acre, it is easy to figure out that the 
beet growers should be able to make a 
good showing on the right side of the ledger 
the coming year. 

There is no sugar left in the Oxnard 
sugar factory warehouse of the entire out- 
put manufactured last year, it is declared 
by American Beet Sugar Company officials. 


FROST HITS PEACHES. 
IN MANY SECTIONS. 


John W. Law of the United States Bureau 
of Markets states that the cémmercial 
peach crop is now passing through a critical 
stage in many parte of. the country. The 
condition figure refers to conditions up until 
April 10. Late telegraphic reports indicate 
that many parts of the Middle West and 


few days, and that any quantity estimate 
at this time is tentative. 

In general, the crop promises to be prac- 
tically full in California and Georgia,. the 
two leading States. The crop in 
Ohio and Mic promises to be good as 
trees in those States wintered in good con- 
dition and are well set with buds. The 
Arkansas, Texas, Oklahoma and Missouri 
crop promises to be very light, due to the 
severe freeze which occurred in these 
States the first week in April. 

In the Far West the Utah peach crop 
promises to be very much less than last 
year, and many sections of the State are 
nearly a failure. The famous Palisade sec- 
tion of Colorado also suffered from winter 
injury, and has but about half a crop. The 
Northwest crop in Washington, Idaho and 
Oregon was for the most part winter 
killed. The same is true of New England,

with the upper dam. The upper structure 
is about 6% feet high, measuring from the 
surface of the river bed and the lower one 
is about a foot lower. 

It took about one-half day for the mesh 
to collect sufficient trash, brush, leaves, 
roots, etc., to build to the top of the dam 
during the February rains. On Sunday, 
February 22, the water reached a height of 
about four feet over the top of the upper 
dam.. When the picture was taken, Mon- 
day, February 23, the water had receded to 
about one foot over the dam and ran 
about thet height. for a week. On Tuesday, 
March 2, additional pictures were taken 
showing the water about three feet over 
the dam. So far as can be seen from the 
bank there has been no weakening of the

along fence lines and waste areas should 
be burned over in autumn to destroy hiber- 
nating larvae. 

Cultivation of alfalfa seed fields during 
the winter is of much value ih covering the 
infested alfalfa seeds containing hibernat- 
ing larvae. 

Whenever possible, the alfalfa seed grower 
should do most of his irrigating in “early 
spring, or before the seed crop is grown. 

Every farmer in an alfalfa seed-growing 
district should cut all of the standing al- 
falfa along fence lines, ditch banks, and 
other waste areas at the time of cutting a 
hay crop and before a seed crop is grown. 

Hay crops should be cut carefully so that 
no stems will remain standing to develop 
seed in advance of the regular seed crop. 

Horses, cattle and shee» may render valu- 
able service by destroying plants that have 
escaped the mower. 

All seed fields should be handled so that 
a heavy setting of pods will be secured with 
the first bloom and the crop will be re- 
moved from the field as early as possible. 

It is a mistake to pasture alfalfa seed 
fields which have become too severely in- 
fested to yield a crop worth harvesting. 
Live stock walking through the ripe alfalfa 
cause the seeds to be shelled out, and those 


infested with the hibernating larvae of the 


chaicis fly fall on the ground, where they 
become the source of infestation the follow- 
ing year.

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DOES USE TRACTORS TEND TO

BJECTION has been made by con- 
servative farmers that the modern

Besides, the tractor makes it possible for 
the soll to absorb more moisture. Often 
where horses are used, the farmer does not 


Thus, when the rains come, there 
is a good deal of run-off from the hard soil. 
But if the ground is plowed, the rainfall 
is almost entirely absorbed. 

The maintenance of a dust mulch with the 
tractor after the rains have ceased and the 
warm greather comes, is one of the most 
valuable works of the steel farm horse. The 
bean and beet sections of the Southwest 
were never better tilled than they are being 
tilled this year on modernized farms. There 
are more tractors than ever on the farms 
where these crops are raised.

Olives 
after this treatment are much more difficult 
to sterilize than those fresh from the tree 
and handled at once. As a result there is 


occasional) failure on the part of the packer 
to heat the containers to a sufficiently high 
temperature to destroy all dangerous bac- 
teria that may be on the olives. 

The failure to sterilize properly is more 
likely to occur when glass containers are 
used, probably because of the fear that a 
higher temperature may break the glass, 
say the bureau experts. There is no 
good reason why ripe olives should not be 
completely sterilized when put up in glass 
as well as when put up in tin, they assert. 
As a matter of fact, however, ripe olives in 
glass have been the cause of the various 
cases of botulinus poisoning investigated by 
the Bureau of Chemistry. The only case in 
which a tin container appears to have been 
involved was that of a _ relish containing 
minced ripe olives where condiments rather 
than sterilization were depended upon for 
preservation. The poison would develop in 
tin containers H they were not suffictently 
processed, but as there is no danger of 
breakage in tin, a sufficient degree of heat 
is usually applied.

PICKS THEM OUT. 


Some interesting and important obser- 
vations were made by Dr. A. F. Hanna, vet- 
erinary inspector for the State Department 
of Agriculture, while conducting a tuberen⸗ 
lin test recently. 


A previous test of a dairy herd, ta whicl 
a pumber of reacting cattle had bein 


found, disclosed a number of stunted heif- 
ers that did not react but apparently had not | 
received proper nourishment when young. | 
The reactors were isolated in a corral about | 


one-fourth of a mile from the dairy and fed | 


heavily fob a time, and when removed from 
the corral the stunted heifers were turned 
into it and allowed to clean up the waste 
feed. Later they were turned out with 
other heifers and dry cows. A recent retest 
disclosed seventeen reactors among the 
previously free but stunted helfefs that bad 
been turned into the corral in which the. 
previous reactors had been fed.

THE DAIRY INDUSTRY. 


The best cow in New Jersey's Cow Test- 
ing Association gave over 13,000 pounds of 
milk last year and made a profit over feed 
of $220.50. The poorest cow gave 3290 
pounds of milk and made a profit over feed 
of $14. The above figures show one good 
cow equals sixteen poor cows; ten good 
cows equal 160 poor cows; twenty good 
cows equa) 320 poor cows. 

Twenty cows of the good kind would re- 
turn the dairyman a profit over feed of 


production was 7210 pounds of milk per 
cow. Two hundred cows of this association 
gave less than 5500 pounds per cow. If 
these 200 had been up to the average, it 
would have resulted in $10,260 more money 
for the herds in the association. 

Are your cows above or below the aver- 
age? The Cow Testing Association will 
show you how many pounds of milk each 
cow gave and whether she was an average 
cow, just above or just below. A little bit 
above or a little bit below means a good 
many dollats.—({Farm Bureau Monthly.

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HOG-RAISING RULES OF 
WOMAN BREEDER. 


| A long list of rules for the raising of 
hogs has been prepared by Mrs. Ross E. 
Whitley for the direction of the herdsmen 
of the Tu-toch-a-nula Ranch in San Fernando 
Valley, owned by her husband and herself 
and of which she is the active manager. 
Mrs. Whitley has worked out these rules 
after careful study and has instructed the 
men who work with the big Tu-tock-a-nula 
herd to be guided by them. The list covers 
feeding, general care and the treatment of 
the anjmals when ailing or injured. Some 
of this successful woman swine breeder’ 
principal rules follow: | 
KEEP PIGS EXDPRCISED. 

Just as soon as pigs are strong enough to 
follow their mother get them out on pas- 
ture if possible. Following the sow is one 
of the safest treatments ever given pigs, 
and a sure preventive of thumps. 


„Bein feeding the pigs as soon as they] yo 


will eat, giving them a little slop daily to 
supplement the sow's milk. 
is better to carry pigs looking a little 


thin but lively and hungry than to scour 


them by getting them overfat. However, 
if they have plenty of exercise there is little 
danger. They will eat heavily but if prop- 
erly fed the feed will go to make bone and 
muscle instead of fat. The pig that is a 
good grower is necessarily a good eater. 

Keep pigs of one size together. [ff you 
don't the smallest will not thrive. Push 
them all they will stand and make them 
show good growth every day. 


" Educate yourself to know whether or not; 
they are doing well. 


See that they are 
active, eating regularly and gaining prop- 
erly. If they do not clean up their feed 
prompfly they are being overfed, thus 
wasting feed and upsetting their digestion. 

The most profitable gains are made with 
young pigs and they should never be forced 
to live on pasture without grain. Give them 
at least two pounds of grain for each 100 
pounds of body weight. 

Look out for wet bedding; it causes 
scours and other ailments and a waste of 
feed and loss of pigs is the result. 

One of the cheapest necessities for the 
growth and development of the pig is wa- 
ter. They should have access to it at all 
times. They need a great deal during the 
hot months. Plenty of water and pasture 
cheapens the feed cost, * 

Avoid dust holes for small pigs. It breeds 
disease germs and causes the pigs to cough. 
Wet the ground enough to dampen it and 
lay the dust in front of the pens. 


THE FEEDER PIGS. 
The most profitable gains are made by 


ung pigs. 
Castrate boars to be sent to m@eket, be- 
fore weaning. 

Five to six pounds of skim milk equals 
one pound of grain for hog feeding and it 
has its highest feeding value in limited 
quantities with grain or swill feed. Two 
to three pounds of skim milk to one pound 
of grain for shoats; fouf to six pounds of 
milk to one pound of grain for small pigs; 
(feed fresh only.) 

Give an abundance of good drinking wa- 
ter; thrifty pigs of fifty to seventy-five

Some of mine will weigh 
nearly as much as yearling Holland turkeys, 
and they are certainly ‘built for white meat.’ 
The black feathers are a disadvantage in 
selling them dressed. They seem to be 
quite good-natured birds, though our cock, 
‘Black Beauty,’ will attack a man (or a Hon) 
if he thinks there is need of it. They lay a 
fair-sized, dark brown egg. They rank well

A MISUSE OF nt lat cost than more common n FARM TRACTOR ADDS | 
SODIUM FLUORID. | TO SOIL FERTILITY. 
BY H. W. K. Few people realize the value of lawn BY. H. A. CRAFTS. 


W. 8. Los Angeles, writes complaining of 
negative results in the use of sodium fluo- 
rid on sitting hens. He says: 5 | 

“I bought one pound and applied it to two 
sitting hens and also to the nest straw two 
days before haiching time, but chicks 
started to hatch earlier than expected and 
died. I cleaned both hens and put new 
straw in the nest, but lost all chicks in two 
days before they had eaten anything ex- 
cept grit and charcoal, they seemed to 
breathe heavy, before dying. Sunday morn- 
ing L noticed fice on my old goat. I applied 
a good rub-in of sodium on the back where 
she could not reach it with the mouth, and 
on a five-weeks’-old kid a little on the back. 
Since that time my spat will not eat any- 
thing and seems to have pain in the back; 

the kid drinks only half 4g much mitk 

before. I cannot ‘help but believe this 
powder is rather strong, possibly you may 
have heard from other’ people being sim- 
ilarly troubled; and in the interest of the 
chicken business I believe many readers of 
The Times, would welcome a warning to be 
careful in the use of sodium fluorid.“ 

Sodium fluorid can be obtained in two 
forms, known as commercial and as chem- 
ically pure, the former being a powder and 
the latter consisting of small crystals. As 
an insect destroyer the former its to be 
preferred, because more easily applied. 
This material is the sodium galt of the 
chemical element known ag fiuorine, and 
hence is a compound somewhat similar to 
common table salt. In asking for it at the 
drug store the name “fluorid” should al- 


our correspondent should not have applied 
the remedy just before hatrhing nor in so 
large quantity. There being an abundance 
of powder ig the feathers of the sitting hen, 
the chicks were simply choked to death, as 
the sodium is more or less irritating. In 
dusting fowls there is occasionally some 
temporary irritation to the air passages, in- 
dicated by la red breathing which, how- 
ever, soon disappears. We are not zoat

clippings as a green food for poultry. Out- 
side of possibly alfalfa it is among the best 
that we know of: and it is surprising the 
quantity a flock of hens will consume. When 
placed where the birds can get at it, a five- 
galion pail full soon disappears. Now lawn 
clippings can often be had for the mere, 
asking, as people who have neither fowl 
nor animal to consume it will deem it a 
favor to have it removed from the*prem- 
ises. If the clippings are from a clover 
lawn, so much the better, as clover pos- 
sesses a larger feeding value than blue 


There are two fundamentals in the 
scheme of successful farming, i.e.—fertility 
of sofl and the conservation of moisture. 
One of these is just about as important as 
the other. In the absence of one, the 
other is comparatively valueless. 

The most important ingredient of the soll 
is nitrogen. The first foot of surface soil 
on an acre of ground seldom contains less 
than 3500 pounds of nitrogen, and the 
larger part of this quantity is stored up in 
the form of humus. This hunts is only
